The
initial contract agreement will be for Phase | Preliminary Engineering and Environmental
Services only. Phase Il Final Roadway Design may be added by contract modification. Phase II
units may be negotiated at the end of Phase | after an approved Preliminary Line and Grade.
Structure Design Services may be added to the Contract Agreement by contract modification.
